East St. Louis, 111., June 11—It Is 


generally accepted as a fact 
tonight 


that the crest of the flood has passed 
The river is stationary at 37.9. Since 
the break m the Illinois Central levee 
the flood has 
made no 
dangeroui 


breaks. The water Is sweeping through 
the Broadway embankment and has 
flooded portions of the lowlands north. 
There were no reports of drownings 
today nor were any bodies recovered. 


St. Louis, June~ll—A sudden fall 


in the temperature caused considerable 
discomfort, if not suffering, among the 
unfortunate residents of the 
east 


side last night and physicians say that 
much sickness is certain to follow. 
They assert that a sudden lurnin? to 
warm weather, with the river falling, 
would 
cause hundreds of cases of 


malaria and similar diseases. 


The work ot rescuing the stricken 


people is going steadily on. 


Many of them, however, refuse to 


leave, declaring they prefer to re- 
main and protect their property from 
looters. 


It was stated this mornins that over 


1.000 
people had been taken out of the 


flooded atstrict south of Broadway.

HOW THE JURY IS DRAWN. 


Explanation of the System Employed 


in Circuit Court. 
"I wonder why they do not can me 
as a juror?" and "Where do they get 
these 100 names they are drawing all 
the time?" are questions 
frequently 


asked by persons on the outside who 
do not understand the working of tbe 
courts. 
The drawing of the special venires,- 
and the regular jury panels as well, is 
all done according to law. In the office 
of the county clerk there is a big 
tin box which contains little cards, on 
each of which Is the name of a man 
eligible to act as a juror. These names 
are supplied every two years by the 
supervisors, each one of which is sup- 
posed to furnish a list of about twen- 
ty-five per cent of the legal voters of 
his townshlD, or district. 
When the circuit judge orders 
a 
special venire of 100 men the circuit 
olerk or one of his deputies appears 
before the county judge. 
The big tin 
box of names is produced and the cir- 
cuit clerk 
or 
deputy, blindfolded, 
draws 100 cards from the box, 
one 


card at a time, and does this in the 
presence of the county judge and the 
county clerk or his deputy. 
These 100 tickets.are sorted out ac- 


cording to the different townships of 
the county or districts of Decatur and 
then the circuit clerk has them copied 
and the cards are 
returned 
to the 


county clerk and are not put back Into 
the box until the supervisors go over 
the names again. 
The circuit clerk has duplicate cop- 
ies made of the list and furnishes one 
copy to the sheriff and one to the at. 
torneys on each side of the case. The 
sheriff makes out the' subpoenas and 
the clerk copies the names on little 
cards for convenient use in. the court 
room and keeps them, under lock and 
key in a little box. 
The sheriff nrid his officers hurry 


after the men who are wanted and get 
them as soon 
as possible. This Is 


no small job. Although the list of 
voters in the jury box was corrected 
last 
September there are 
names of 


some who have died since then and 
others who have moved out of the 
city. It is the duty of the sheriff to 
find every man or else be sure that 
the man Is dea.d or not in the county. 
It takes just as long to find that a man 
has gone out of the city as jt does to 
serve the subpoena upon him. 
The sheriff's officers have 
never 


been more busy than they are during 
this trial.
